There are 
about 6,000 Indians in Nevada. Of 
these near 3,500 have more or less 
provision made for them through 
agent Spencer. 


PYRAMID RESERVATION | 


claims 820,000 acres of land, mostly 
covered by Pyramid lake. Of this 
amount some 5,000 acres can be tilled 
by irrigation. At present the Govern- 
ment farms about 50 acres, the Indi- 
ans nearly 200 acres. The agent has 
commenced .a large ditch, whereby
